Far tfM bancfii of our icaden who 
latatr r e tgmt for future use, we give 
tlw fcUowiag fiam a cormpondent of 
the Eaf(lish HeBhaaic, who says: in 
1871—72 1 pta wrfwi eps so perfect- 
ly that, after a faqpae of six months, 
they were mistaken, when brought to 
the tahle, for fresh laiil ess?, ' 
lieve they would have kept equally 
goinl for twelve month-;. My mode of 
preservati'iii was to varnisli (lie e;:;r- 
as s. 1.111 aftiT they " ere laid a.s possildc 
with a thin copal varlli^h, taking care 
tiiaf the whole of the shell \va.< covered 
I frith varnish. I sulweijucntly fonuil 
that hy painting tlie egps with fresh 
albumen, beaten up with a little ualt, 
they were pneervcd equally well and 
foraa kNM( a period. After vamiah- 
iag or pnatiag with albumen, I lay 
the egp apoa nogh blotting paper, ns 
I found that when allowed to re»t till 
dry npoa a plate, or ea the table, the 
albumen studc m Cwt to dM taale or 
plate as to take awa^ a chin out of the 
.shell. This is entirely obviated by 
the us«! of the blotting' iiajn r. I ptick 
the eggs iu boxes of dry bran.

•cows for milk. *'.My praetiee in fat

would not make the animal's Imwels 
move too fri'ely, at iiijjlil ainl in the 
morning when ilie inasli Ls cool give it 
to the cow or pigs. In covering the 
UKol Avith boiliug water in this way 
the starch of the meal is dissolved, and 
the latent nutritive pmperties ex- 
tracted, and the animal receives tlie 
entire nutriment of the giaia. I luive 
for two yeaiii past atted two ordinary 
size cow.s, feeding only meal and hay, 
and only three hundred pounds each 
of the fornur, nnd each yieldetl up- 
ward of forty piiunds (if rough tallow. 
Salt WHS given -eiice a week, nnd oe- 
euitioiiallv a table-piMidnl of wcod 
ashe*. tn my exjH rieiu e one luiiidrod 
poundi scaldeil .iiid M as above is 
eqaal to two hnndi-ed poundii fed dry.
